LODGE’S WORLD COURT. 

: If the people who say they want a world court 
really want that and not something else, they will 
take the court idea proposed by Senator Lodge. If 
they want something else and advocate the world 
court merely as a way of getting th other, they 
will oppose the Lodge prupontt. It is a fair test 
of purpose. 

If the world court advocates are intent on put- 
ting the United States into Europe or under it and 
want to use the world court as a passageway, they 
will denounce Lodge and his ideas. That will 
prove that we have Seen listening to pretexts and 
are just getting the truth. 

If the United States can safely subscribe to an 
established international tribunal, Senator Lodge 
offers the way. He endeavors to protect the sEv- 


}j ereign interests and fundamental questions. He re- 


stricts the furisdiction ef the court. He exempts 
questions which might arise under the Monroe Doc- 
He makes it impossible that the court 
should be the instrument by which debtor nations 
might escape responsibility to their creditors. He 
puts up a wall between the court and the league 
of nations. e 


Bis court is not one which is the front door to 
all the entanglements into which the United States 
has been invited and urged since the war. What- 
ever its defects might prove to be, it is an inter- 
national tribunal to which issues of dispute be 
tween nations, properly the subject matter of judi- 
cial decisions might be taken. It is nothing more. 
It would not lead to anything more. 


Some Americans say the United States is failing 
in a duty to humanity in not giving its adherence 
to this fixed idea of judicial proceeding. Europe 
never has ceased to regard America as a colony. 
Europeans really feel that an assertion of Amer- 
ican nationality is something unreasonable. Amer- 
ica is a great commons in which Europe, by rights 
of discovery, has easements. It does not belong to 
Americans as England belongs to the English, 
France to the French, and Italy to the Itallans. 
When it speaks as a nation and protects itself 
as a nation, Europe does not think it is within the 
rights which would be conceded to any other com- 
petent power, but thinks that authoritative sources 
of power are being denied their due, which is ex- 
ploitation. An undutiful child has‘a pay’ envelope 
and is not splitting up the contents. 

The great intellectual, social, and political pres- 
sure has been brought to bear on colonially minded 
Americans until many of them accept the Euro 
pean view and are spiritually disturbed under the 
rebukes of the most practical realists the world 
ever knew.

THE FINE ARTS BUILDING. 

Mr. Graham, a member of a leading architectural 
firm, has come out with an attack on the proposal 
to spend $5,000,000 to utilize the Fine Arts build- 
ng at Jackson park as a large convention hall. He 
says another hall could be built for less than half 
the sum, and he makes some statements in regard 
to the condition of the building and its rescoration 
which we think are satisfactorily answered by the 
advocates of restoration in and out of the board. 

But Tue TRIS5UNE would like to point out that 
Mr. Graham leaves out of consideration the most 
important aspect of the restoration program, that 
of the beauty of the external structure. That con- 
sideration, in our opinion, is of paramount im- 
portance. If the interior of the building when re- 
stored could not be used for any important purpose 
-—which we are confident is not true—nevertheless 
any money necessary to preserve the exterior 
would be well spertt. The Parthenon is not utilized 
as a convention hall. We do not demand that the 
Lincoln monument be hollowed out and used as a 
filing tank, or a hydrant, or a garbage can.‘ The 
highest utility of the Fine Arts building is its 
} beauty. In its inspiration is its noble usefulness 
to us and our posterity. 

The studied attempt to ignore this truth ard to 
block every effort at preserving this magniiicent 
monument of classic architecture is one of the 
strangest phenomena within our memory of Chi- 
cago’s development. Evidently there is a group 
bent upon getting rid of the Fine Arts building, 
which so far overshadows all other architectural 
efforts in this city, and we hope eventually its mo- 
tive and personnel will bé exposed. 
~Chicago is having its architectural character 
stamped by too many mediocre buildings, designed 
by men, competent enough as builders and skilled 
in obtaining commissions to build, but lacking in 
artistic talent. This aspect of our city’s develop- 
ment is unfortunate and it is of gréat importance 
that we retain all that we can of what js 
beautiful, the chief example of --hich is unques- 
tionably the Fine Arts building in Jackson - ark.

are being conducted at WRM,, Uni-| 
versity of Illinois, according to sel | 


lentists connected with the institution. | 


Tests have brought responses from | 
all over the United States that sig- 
nals, broadcast by the new method, 
discovered and in course of perfection 
at the university laberatories, came 
in “loud and clear.”. 


Foreign Sounds Absent. 


Under the principle of broadcasting 
now in use, the carrier wave, con- 
stantly going out, conveys all man- 
ner of sounds, and only the modula-, 
tion intensity of the sound frequency 
and the action of the detector (tube or 
crystal in stripping the modulation | 
frequency of its carrier wave to more | 
or less degree, enables the particular 
voice or music frequency to be heard 
at the receiving end. More often than 
not the modulation frequency is not 
stripped of foreign frequencies borne 
on the carrier wave, such as static 
and “strays,” and these, too, become 
audible sounds. 

By means of the new device,in use 
at the university station only the 
modulated frequencies of voice or 
music are broadcast, and these, ac- 
cording to the college scientists, are 
devoid of the carrier wave tendencies 
to pick up extraneous frequencies. 


Claim Greater Distance. 


Three distinct advantages are 
claimed for the new system: Tuning 
is made more selective at the receiv- 
ing station because of the sharper 
decrement; tuning out the station at 
the receiving is easier for the same 
reason, and sending efficiency is in- 
creased. It is asserted that much 
greater distance may be covered than 
possible at present, with reception at 
3,000 to 6,000 miles of much higher 
quality than possible now at 1,000 
miles.

Ever since the days of the McAdoo 
régime she leadership of the so-called 
‘“standari” labor organizations has 
been at variance with the orthodox

unionism. It has imitated the politica) 
tactics of the British Labor party lead- 
ers, who long since broke with the 
“economic” policies which had made 
British trade unionism strong. 

In Britain we have witnessed recently 
a revolt and revival of the older echool, 
to the discomfort «of the Socialist poli- 
ticians. in this country the main 
strength of the American Federation of 
Labor, ‘ominated by Gompers—who is 
now backed by Lewis—has never gone 
as far toward reliance on political activ- 
ity as the railroad leadership. 
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With the launching of the Plum Plan 
league and the later “Conference for 
Progressive Political Action,” the lead- 
ership of the “standard” railroad or- 
ganizations, inclucing the big four train 
service brotherhoods, without the A. F. 
of L., and the other organizations with- 
jn the feceration, have pursued a joint 
political and propaganda policy some- 
what different from that of the Gompers 
“cabinet.” Much damaged political 
goods was acqyired in the process of 
Starting this movement. 
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It now begins to appcar that member- 
fhip losses have been heavy. The older 
teads of trade unionism, who took warn- 
ing from the experiences of the Knights 
of Labor, are again vindicated by the 
logic of events. They always held that 
political activity carried with it the peril 
of loss of interest and eventual loss of 
membership and economic power. 


~~. 

The big four have not suffered. Their 
position is too strong and the privileges 
too valuable. By virture of the hazards 
of the occupation they are buttressed by 
a practical monopoly of the insurance 
business of their niembers. They have 
suffered litUle if any loss of membership, 
and have probahly regained some of the 
losses of the 1920 “ outlaw” strikes. 


~~ 

On the other hand, it is not well to 
take their alleged political solidarity and 
radicalism too seriously. Bright young 
men who write for the pink magazines 
probably vision the members of these 
organizations as conscious radicais 
steeped with the sort of stuff that ap- 
pears in one or two of their organs. As 
a matter of fact, -hey are la ly sub- 
stantial “ bourgeoisie,” who o their 
homes, send their children to college, and 
participate in the orthodox local politics 
of their communties.

As to the other organizations in the 
“ standard ” group, which now ask con- 
gress to give them a privileged status 
and to restore the situation under which 
certain historic coups were executed, it 
is quite evident that they have declined 
in membership to a point which makes 
some of the recent stories as to the polit- 
ical power of this movement amusi to 
those who do rot share the perennial 
gullibility of your professional “ liberal.” 


DISMISS SUIT 
TO DISSOLVE 
STEEL MERGER 


New York, May 9.—The suit brought 
to dissolve the merger of the Cambria 
Steel and the Midvale Steel and Ord- 
nance companies was dismissed today 
by Federal Judge Learned Hand. 

The suit was brought by minority 
stockholders, who alleged that the Mid- 
vale Steel and Ordnance company, hav- 
ing obtained 97 per cent of the shares of 
the Cambria company stock, fraudu- 
lently agreed with the Bethlehem Steel 


company to convey to that company the 
assets of the Cambria company for an / 
inadequate consideration. The bill alse 
alleged that the Bethlehem company and | 
the Cambria company were competing 
manufacturers and that their consolida- 
tion through the transfer was in viola- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust law..

Early Spring Lamb Supply 
Mach Under Last Year 


While April brought seasonal improve- 
ment in some of the early lamb areas, 
conditions about May 1, on the whole, 
were much less favorable than at the 
same date last yea~, according to a state- 
ment of the United States department of 


agriculture. Of the three important east- 
ern early lamb states the improvement 
was most marked in Tennessee, while in 
Kentucky and Virginia cool weather 
checked the growth of pastures and the 
growth ef the jambs was consider&bly 
less than usual. In the intermountain 
region of the northwest lack of moisture 
and cold, windy weather delayed the 
growth of range teed and lambs have 
not done as well as last year. In Cali- 
fornia the foot and mouth embargo on 
eastern shipments and lack of sufficient 
killing capacity locally is delaying the 
marketings.
